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1. As previously mentioned in reference a) Subject proceeded to 
Poland o/a 15 may for the purpose of contacting the representatives of the 
BSPS (General Lithuanian Besistanee Movement) and the collection of materials 
being forwarded by the Lithuanian underground movement# 

2* Subj ect arrived successfully in Poland o/a 19 May and succeeded 
in contacting the BURS representatives* Ths present situation* future plans 
and needs of the Lithuanian Underground were discussed with the Subject* and 
he received considerable material which had been brought* flroat Tdihnani . a * 

Subject* after prolonged and hazardous efforts, succeeded in getting onboard 
a Swedish ship and arriving in Sweden 3 July 1947* 

3* Subject was making thle trip outside the knowledge of the Swedish 
authorities and thus upon arrival here was trying to eater Sweden illegally* 
Subject -was landed at SSder Sandhaan and there attempted to avoid the 
customs and inudgratidn controls and as a result was arrested by the customs - 
police officers* 

4. THe materials Subject was carrying were iaaediately taken from him 
and he thoroughly interrogated by the Jbxiagn Department of the Police* Subject 
told the police authorities that his trip and activities had bean GK*4 by ths 
Swedish General Staff and theref ore would given them no inform atio n end 
dennnded thoy be notified* After this declaration TftHEi tWHKBfl earns 
immediately and procured Subject’s release and the dbcuaefafcs from the reluctant 
police officials* Subject was released from custody on 5 July and placed on 
probation with Koran* LIIJAWBKBS* LIL1AHBEB3 took the documents sad told 
Subject they would be returned to him on 8 July* 

5* Since this date numerous promises fa c their return have been made 
but without results* Finally demanding & "showdown" meeting with LUJAHBESG 
on 22 July* Subject was told his situation had reached unusual proportions 
in that his ease and activities were now being co n s i d er ed by the Foreign 
Minister's office and they were demanding that he be borough! to trial for his 
crime and poor judgement* They stated that hie activities ware dangerous in 
a manner damaging to the SSedLsh foreign policy* This caused an open break 
between Subject and LILIA TOBEBG with Subject warning him that his false 
promises would be publicised and Sweden would be named as ai din g ths expression 
of ths Baltic countries* and as ftac as possible encourage all Baltic groups 
to avoid any collaboration with lbs Swedish authorities by exposing this 
example of unreliability* 
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6* The next m o r ning Sobjtct w otllsd by Sww» LILIA, R K ERC r , 

who apologised for situation of ths previous day and informed him that the 
General Staff had intervened in hie behalf and there mould he no trial 03 
farther complications. LUIAHBEBQ also told him hie matariala mould evenually 
be returned to him but he mao in no position to ssfce say definite promise, but 
mas certain at least a part of them wsuld be returned in the immediate future. 

7* As a result of this situation It appears Subject's activities 
in Sweden mill be sharply limited if not curtailed entirely, norther 
cooperation mith the Swedes seems highly unlikely and laipraurtical: and 
without them practically impossible dim to the degree of control exercised 
upon individuals and activities in Sweden. Subject and his cc^enudBera are 
contemplating a transfer of his aetlvites to the American Zone in Germany. 

This decision, however, has not yet been made and mill not be seriously 
undertaken until Subject's return from a meeting of the Lithuanian ministers 
in Parie on 4 August. fcrlor to his leaving for Paris Subject mill leave a 
general survey of his present situation sad contemplated activities with this 
office for our recoranandaticn upon his return. 

8. Hth respect to the materials which Subject brought back from 
Poland, (now in the hands of the Swedes), Subject stated thay included 
the following: a) latest organizational aged operational data regarding the 

Lithuanian underground, b) A le^rtty document on general political and 
economic eitualion within Lithuania, c) General and specific Russian GB 
information, and d) latest data covering travel and documentation in Lithuania- 
including sample copies of practically all forma of doeumenta now in use in 
the country. Any information on Ramona or other priority targets mas not 
available. 

9* It appears the arrest of the Subject sad tbs growth of the ease 
to abnormal proportions has all but staled the chances of farther activity 
on the part of the Subject in Sweden. Cue reason for this case getting out 
of hand is mentioned as the oonstan t rivalry which waists between the 
Foreign Section of the Police Department and the Jbreign Section of the 
General Staff. 

10. Ho immediate decision is being made by Subject re Ms future 
activities. Upon receipt of Subject's survey of his situation we shall 
investigate wherever possible and take up the matter of future exploitation 
of the Subject with Rowley during his visit here.
